Miss Crawford ma<le a new 
re«t»rd for the distam-e <»n the turf. 

Only lwt» favorites, .liin tJaffney and Rosehen, 
were lirst. 

'I’lie «»penlng jumping race resulted in an upset. 
Garrett's nn»st recent running had nut been stigges- 
tio* of winning here, and he was an outsider in tlu* 
l»eiting. hut. going right out in front, never gave 
the others a chance ami won all the way with sur- 
prising eas<*. tlie two favorites. Essex II. and Jimmy 
Lane, tinishing sec«>nd ami tiiird. 

Wludesale withdrawals ent the second race down 
from seventeen announce dentires to three starterK. 
with the crack mud runner. Jim Gaffney, an 
overwhelming favorite. He Icil all the way by a 
wi<le margin and won pulled up from Puuky and 

Jam* Swift. Between the last two there was a 

lot of pla«*e >>etting, with Jane .Swift a hot favorite 
«iv**r I’unky, but she quit all o^or lifter going 

fairly well for a half mile. 

Ten scratches reduced the third race to a field 
of eight starters, with Clare Russ(*ll a well-sup- 
ported favorite, hut the Schreil>er east-off. Chief 
Hayes, proved the winner in a well-<*ontested drive 
through the stretch. Ingham, evidently favored 

by the going, seemed likely to win at one time, 
hut finally brought up second, with the favorite 
a g(KHl third. The Celia three-year-old had some 
hacking, but was never conspicuous. He is likely 
to do l>etter later on, Clare Russell works well 
hut races disappointingly. 

For the Flight Stakes hut five went to the post. 
Roschen’s last race, although won. left an im- 
pression that “The Big Train” was not at his lK*st. 
and the result was a remarkably goo«l price against 
him. substantial support lieing awartled Far West. 
Keator and Chapultepec. B\it Roselien vanquished 
his 4»pi*<*'^iDon in quite his old invincible fashion, 
and ran a remarkably fast race in view of tlu* 
condition of the track. Cnder Miller’s guidance 
Far West ran a fast and game race, and beat 
Keator off for se<*oml jdace. Chapultepec was 
Roseben’s close.st ptirsuer to the stret<b, then gave 
way and tinisued far hack. . Keator ran well enough 
to suggest an early win in his own class. 

Oxford. Carthage and the Wliitney pair, Killaloe 
and Littleton .Mahl, were seratelu*d tnmi the Russet 
Handicap and tlu* Suhni-lian winner Ne;ilon was an 
julded starter.

Lancastrian was overmatched lu*rc. hut ran a dis 
tiiictly good race, 

Sixtci'ii out of twenty t wo yt'ar-olds, guiltless of

out by a short lu*ad fr"in George Long’s Milford, 
the two having the result lu*tween them all tlu* 
way and lM*ating the others ofi. 

The s<*venth race was also an affair for maiden 
two-year-olds and after being reputed si>eed.v enough 
siiu*e last siiring to win a race, Snngleam finally 
inadi* giMHl and. not only won. hut diil it si> de- 
cisively as to finish off by liorself six lengths in 
front of Oritlamb, with Banrida beaten but a head 
for second place.

ANNUAL CHAMPIQM ON SATURDAY. 



Ballot Stands Out as Favorite — Salvidere, If 
Fit, the Contender. 

By far tlie richest long distance event of the 
American turf fur three-year-olds and over is the 
Annual Champion, which will be run at Sheepshead 
Bay next Saturday. It is of the gnarant<*ed value 
of "$2r..tMM> and is run (wer the old fashioned cup 
route of tw’o miles and a quarter. One feature of 
the Annual Champion is that it is a continuipg 
stake for horses nominated. Any horse entered when 
a yearling or a two-year-old. for w’hich all fees 
have been paid up to the time when its first oppor- 
tunity to run in the race arrives, is thereafter 
eligirde to start in each recurring year on the 
pa.vmeut of the starting fee of $100. From this it 
results tliat there is a big list of eligibles that 
have lieen retin*d from racing. Such <*raeks of 
other days as .Vfricaiuler, Delhi, Ort Wells, Major 
Da ingertiehl, IbM'ktoii and Stalwart, all now’ in the 
stud, could he put in training again and started 
:iny year as long as they an* alive. Accountant, 
for instance, won last year and while in retlre- 
nn*nt this year lK*eatise of an nnsonnd log, might 
staml training again in 190S and has the iu>ssibillty 
of again winning Die big race. 

Tliere is no apparent prosiieet for a large field 
next Saturday. Ballot will undoubtedly be tb-.* 
favorite anil flu* oilier tliroe-y ear-olds that might 
start are Salvidere, .Montgomery, Duiiinonok, Foiin- 
lainbliie, Kentuck.v Beau and .Methirler. Of the 
older hor.ses the l*est are Ironsides, tlloritier. Be- 
douin. Holscher. Lotus Eater and Rapiil Water and 
are all that olTer remote suggestions of a iiosslblo 
starter. Of these it is not improhahle that Iron- 
sides and Bedouin will go to tlu* pi»st. Botli are in 
giMMl condition and working well. 

Salvidere lias evidently been trained for tlii.s 
race. He was the best two-year-old of last year 
and is distinctly a disaiiiKiintment so far in 1907. 
In his few’ starts lie has raced gamely and well, 
hut not nearly up to the form expected from the 
chanqiion tw’o-year-old of D.KXi. This lias been, and 
possibly rightly, attribiiU*il to lack of flesh an«l 
strength due to sickness. A sojourn at Saratoga is 
reported to have benefited him greatly and of late 
he has been given much long distance training 
work in which he showed up satisfactorily. Last 
Tuesday he worked the Champion distance of tw’o 
miles and a quarter in 4:052. TMe was an en- 
couraging trial and it seems that if Ballot shouM 
Ik* beaten. Salvidere is the horse that will do it. 
Outside of the possibility of his having regained his 
splendid form as a two-year-old, there iloes not 
st*em any other chance of prev(*nting Ballot from 
l>eing returned the w’Inuer. 

On the supposition, not likely to he realized, that 
all of the eligibles named might be sent to the 
post, the Annual Chaiupion field would l>e the fol- 
h»wing:
